If the railway companies servo a 


useful purpose for themselves by 
establishing agreements as to freiglit 
rates, they servo a more valuable 
pin-pose for the interests of the pub 
ho. It; is even, more desirable for th& 
public than for the railway to have 
uniformity and permanence in freight 
rates. Rate cutting, while it ajSorda 
cheaper service temporarily and to 
t'crtaiii points and within certain ter- 
ritory, is attended by a great el^al of 
demoralization. It is a manifestation 
of competition that lias no elements 
of general or continuing advantage, 
nnd that disturbs established an'd 
proper conditions of traffic. 


It is better to have fixed conditions, 


arranged by general consent ana 
with recognition: of the rights of all. 
Such conditions will enable all tho 
railways to operate to the best ad- 
vantage and to provide the best serv- 
ice according to the merits and re- 
qmremeuts of the traffic. There 
need be no apprehension of unreason- 
ably high i-ates, for it is always the 
privilege of individual railway com- 
panies to withdraw from the asso- 
ciations when they find it to their in- 
terest to take advantage of competi- 
tive possibilities.- -Railway Time?.

Juat before Ids departure for London 


to take charge of a society for ethical 
culture Dr. Stauton Coit delivered a 
parting shot at the feminine sex in 
America. 
Then he cleared off out of 


the country in a. hurry. 


Dr, Stanton Coit says that women are 


Inferior to men in education, character 
ind moral life. That they are thus in- 
terior is the fault of their education. 
The doctor is kind enough to indicate 
ais belief that tho sex have sense enough 
naturally. Their defects are therefore not 
Inherent in the nature of the sex, but 
snly in their education. That this is so 
Is, moreover, not their own fault, hut 
i/he fault of their master—man. Woman 
has been trained through all the ages to 
believe that hor first duty is to please 
her master—man—whereas iu Dr, Coit'g 
estimation her first duty is nothing of 
tlie kind. It is lobe a responsible human 
being, aud the first step to that end 
is absolute financial independence for 
woman. 


"She must earn a living. Insist that 


woman shall be free- so far as regards the 
purse strings, and she will take up the 
vocations of life and astonish the old fo- 
gies." 


Dr. Coit continued turther: "No wom- 


an lives foi herself. Man is her master, 
her god. Suppose mail were brought up 
in the same manner, where would man's 
splendid qualities be?" We give icup. 
Not even the so called progress of wom- 
an in America amounted to lunch, said 
the doctor, because it only ineieased her 
charm and giace to please man. Woman 
bad not increased in common sense. 
American women could not manage their 
servants. "Women are not earnest, hon- 
est and conscientious in the rearing of 
children. I cannot see that in this re- 
spect they are any better than men." 


Women, married and single, must have 


an independent income and take the con- 
sequences if they do not spend it right. 


ives should have their stipend regu-' 


larly paid to them. If a man is a day 
laborer, "a certain, percentage of his 
wages should be withheld for his wife." 
The faults of both men and women are 
due to the fact that woman is in slavery 
to man, especially financial alavery, "nor 
can men rise till women are liberated." 
Woman should have the right to vote, 
but the main point is their absolute 
financial independence. He dwelt on 
this most of all.
